County Chairman W. F. Bid- 


die put forth every effort to have the 
institutes advertised and to make 
them a success. 
The lecturers were 


all practical men who farm their own 
farms and know what they know from 
actual experience. The speakers were 
L "W Lighty of Adams County, Fred 
W. Card of Bradford County and E. 
L. Phillips of Clarion County. 
The Friend's Cove institute was at- 


tended by C. R. Orton of State Col- 
lege who spoke on (1) Diseases of 
Fruits and their Control; (2) Dis- 
eases of Potatoes and their Control; 
also on "What State College is Doing 
for Pennsylvania Homes." 
Maintaining and Improving Soil 


Fertility was discussed by L. "W. 
Lighty. The first consideration is to 
take care of what fertility we already 
have. One way to do this is to keep 
a growing crop on the land to hold 
the fertility and to prevent erosion. 
The second is to prevent the loss of 
fertility in our farm stables and farm 
yards. 
The liquid is nearly all lost 


by leaking through board or earth 
floors. This liquid contains a high 
per cent, of nitrogen which costs 18 
to 20 cents "°a pound when you buy 
it in commercial fertilizer. 
These 


barn manures are rich also in potash. 
Nearly all these elements may be 
saved by using concrete floors in the 
stables and by using acid phosphate 


s an absorbent. 
We may improve the soil by put- 


ing it in the right mechanical condi 
ion 
Another consideiation is to ge 


rganic matter in the soil. 
Get i 


here by growing a crop ajnd plowing 
t down or by growing catch crops 
any crop you can grow between 
noney crops), and by plowing down 
jood heavy sods as frequently as pos 
ible. 
The Need of Lime in the Soil wa; 


discussed by E. L. Phillips. Lime i 
in essential element in all soils. Rea 
Durpose of lime is to sweeten the soil 
Inough to neutralize the acid is all. 
time acts mechanically as well as 
chemically. Test the soil by the use 
of blue litmus paper. 
Another way 


to test the acidity of the soil is to 
notice the growth of clover; clover 
eaves a sweet soil. By actual tests 
35 bushels of lime give as good re- 
sults as 70, 140 or 200. 
Caustic lime should be used judi- 


ciously because it destroys vegetable 
matter in the soil, and because it is 
tiard to handle and hard on the pock- 
et book. 


Some Lessons at School was dis- 


cussed by Fred W Card. Two aims 
in sending children to school, one is 
to learn facts, the other is to give 
the mind power to solve problems of 
life. 
These lessons at school should 


teach every day facts (bread and but- 
ter facts) that will come into the 
everyday life. 
Train along practical 


lines which will help the boy and girl 
to be a better man and woman. These 
lessons at school ought to develop 
character. 
Better lose all else than 


character. 
All great success is the 


outgrowth of character. Emphasize 
fundamentals instead of fads. 


Lessons should recognize the indi- 


viduality 
of

should begin with the things that 
centre around the child.

surroundings first. Reason from the 
known to the related unknown. 


The Rural School. Lighty sees lit- 


tle change in the rural school in the 
last fortj yeais—same surroundings 
same architecture, same heating ar- 
rangements, same method of ventila- 
tion, little change in method of 
equipment, not much incentive for 
Johnny who constitutes the spelling 
class, the reading class, etc., to study 
because in so many schools he has no 
competitors. 


Farm conditions in the last forty 


years have brought great changes on 
the farm in the way of improved ma- 
chinery and equipment. Have our 
rural schools been adiusted to pres- 
ent day conditions? 
The centralized 


school is proving to be a success and 
in many cases cheaper than the pres- 
ent system and it is better without a 
shadow of a doubt.

keep them well bred.

stitutional vigor in herd they ^should 
be kept on range in pasture. " Rape, 
cow peas, soy beans, sweet corn, 
clover or alfalfa make excellent pas- 
ture. 
Pen and parlor should be 


warm and dry. 
They should have energy making 


food, such as corn, etc., and plenty of 
skim milk. Pigs are more liable to 
get rheumatism and thumps in pen 
than on pasture. The pig is very tidy 
about his bedroom if given a chance 
to be.
